Drawings 

1 . The drawings filed October 1 7, 2003 are acceptable. 

Priority 

2. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 -9 are allowed. 

Examiner's Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art fails to render obvious the claimed apparatus for detecting position 
information of a moving object including, inter alia, an RFID chip installed in contact with 
a road surface along with a communication module mounted on the moving object for 
receiving position information associated with the installed chip location in order to 
determine the position of the moving object. 

The closest prior art, US 5387916 A to Cohn, who shows an automotive 
navigation system including a moving object(s) 16 and 18 along with responders 26 
sited alongside a roadway, (see the Figure reprinted below). 
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However, Wiegand fails to render obvious the claimed apparatus by installing an 
RFID chip in contact with the road surface as illustrated by Applicants Figures 4 and 7.
